DVICES from the Imperial Army in 
Hungary, dated the 16th of Sepr.

That it being refolved to wait for a true Ac- 
éount of the State of the Enemy's Forces, and 
to penetrate as far as peflible into their De- 
figns, before Ufitua was attacked ; Orders were 
therelore fent to Count Philippi, to tay at Lur- 
kau, and on the 12th, Letters came from Col. 
Lentulus, with Advice, that he had taken a 
View of Ufitza, and found that the Caille was 
very advantageoufly fituated, tho’ commanded 
by a neighbouring Eminence ; that the Town 
coniifted cf about 1500 Houles ; and that, 
upon his Approach, the Turks retired into the 
Fortref’. ‘There are Letters alfo from Sabatsk, 
which confirm thatthe Turks are affembling a 
ftrong Force in Bofna, to go to the Relict of 
Ufitza. . 

From Fermanftadt in Tranfilvania, they wrice, 
that on Advice that the Turks are aflembling in 
great Numbers in Moldavia and Wallachia, to 
drive the Imperialifts from their Pofts in thofe 
Provinces,aud even to make an Invafion inTran- 
filvania, Gereral Ghilani thought fit to abandon 
his Pofts at Tergoviita and Campo Longo ; and 
that as he retreated, he was vigoronfly puriued 
by a confiderable Body of Turks, who overtook 
and attack’d him; burt that the Germans re- 
ccived the Infidels with fo much Bravery, that 
after having kili’d a good Number, they obliged 
the refi to fly and took about 30 Prifoners. 

"Tis added that Count Orielfti, Lieutenant 
Colonci of the Regiment of Poztozki, having 
been detach’d with 300 Horie, to oblerve the 
Tnfidels in Moldavia, had the Misfortune to 
fall into an Ambufcade of the Turks, who kili’d 
him, and prt his Detachment into Confufion, 
of which about 50 Men were left dead on the 
Spor. 

Tis written from Presberg that on the 18th 
Inflant one of the Boats of the Flying Bridge 
upon the Danube fink on a fidden, by which 
125 Perfons on board had the Misfortune to be 
crowned. 

We hear by Advices fince, that Ufirza is 
actually befieged, and that the Turks make a 
vigorous Defence. 

There are Letters from Tranfylvania which 
fay, that General Wallis who commanded tl.cre 
in Chief, is dead of the Epidemick Diftemper. 
We are aifured that the Emperef$ of Ruffia has 
refolved to act againft the Turks next Year with 
300,000 Men, in ca‘e a Peace be not concluded 
this Winter. 

he Court of Petersburg has received an Ex- 
prefs from General Lafcy, with a full Account 
of an Engagement that has happened between 
the Ortoman and Ruffian Fleets, of which the 
following are the chief Particulars : 

On the oth of Auguft Vice Admiral Bredall, 
in purfuance of General Lafcy's Orders, failed 
with his Fiorlla, confifting of Long Boais, 
Prames, and cticr Fiat Bottoms, to the Number 
cf 100 Veffels; and when he came off of the 
Cape of Bidarionow, he faw fome Turkith 
Veffels that were ftzering to the fame Point. 
Upon this he thoug sr fit to make nearer the 
Shore, and there to caft Anchor. About T wo 
o’Cloci in the Afternoon, the whole Ficet of 
the Turks came in Sight, which appeur’d to be 
2 Men of War, 13 Galleys, and a: Half Gal- 

leys, in all 62 Sail; and one of the Men of 
War carry’d the Flae of the Admiral of the 
Porte. Upon this the Vice Admiral Bredall took 
ali the neceflary Mealures for his Defence. -He 
order’d fome ofhis Ships to put ia nearer to the 
Land, and caufed 15 Cannon that carried cach : 
Pound Ball, to be planted on the Sea Side. To-

But next morning about $ o®’Clock the Turks 
came on again. ‘The Ship that carrry’d their 
Chief Admiral’s Flag, came nearcft to the Rui- 
fian Flotilla, and inade a great Fire upon their 
Veflels: Burin return, he had fuch a Fire from 
the Cannon of their Prames, and from thofe that 
were planted on the Sea-fhore, among which 
there were 2 of 12 Pound Bail; that after con- 
tinual Canronading on both Sides till Noon, the 
Enemy retired in Confufion. There was all the 
Reafon that could be, to conclude by the Work- 
ing of their Fleet, that the faid Ship was very 
much damaced, aswell as feveral others of their 
Fleet. But on the Ruffians Side only 2 Men were 
faid to be killed, and 5 wounded.

They did all in their 
Power to hinder our Landing, but we foon 
forced them, wich the Lofs on our Side of only 
four Soldiers killed, and twelve wounded. It 
is very vilibie'that we fiould have loft a great 
many more, had the Arabs known how to fire 
on us; they Icft near So Men in the A&ion, 
‘ which frightened them to fuch a Degree, that 
* they immediately came to Terms with us, as 
* highly advantageous to our Trade as it is ho- 
© nourabie to our Nation.” The Caufé of this 
Qaarrel was thus ; the Arabs pretended to make 
the French Eaft-india Company pay higher Du- 
ties on their Goods than formerly ; they would 
alio raife the Price of Colfee and other Goods 
which the French wed to tke in there ; they 
exacted other ‘Things which had never been 
practifed before, and they even infulred the 
Company’s Factors and Orhcers. Upon which 
they fent four large Ships to procure that Juttice 
and Satisfa¢tion which they found fair Mcuns 
could not ebrain.
